William E. Kccfcr, bomber pi­ 
lot from Torrance and opera­ 
tions officer of a. veteran 15th 
A.A.F. B-24 group, was recently 
promoted to the rank of lieuten­ 
ant colonel, it was announced 
by 15th Army Air Force head­ 
quarters. His parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Kcefcr, reside at 2259 
Torrance blvd.

The youngest colonel in his 
group, Col. Keefer, 25, has risen 
from second lieutenant to his 
present rank in less than three 
years of active duty with ttir 
Air Corps. His flying career, 
which began on July 18, 1941, 
when he left Compton Junior 
college to enlist, has carried 
him through two tours of over­ 
seas combat duly in England, 
North Africa, the Middle East 
and Italy.

Col. Keefer is operations of­ 
ficer of a Liberator bomber 
group that recently received the 
War Department Unit Citation 
"for outstanding performance of 
duty in armed conflict with the 
enemy" during a mission over 
Austria on Apr. 2.1 One of the 
more than 140 missions that his 
group has flown in the Italian 
campaign, the cited operation 
was flown during adverse 
weather conditions and against 
fighter opposition that resulted 
in one of the greatest battles 
of the European air war.

Col. Keefer was commissioned

on Feb. 6, 1942, upon completion 
of advanced pilot cadet training 
at Luke Field, Ariz. As a com 
bat bomber pilot he flew the 
bomber named "Liberty Lad" on 
operations over Europe In 1042 
before being returned to the 
United States for assignment to 
his present organization.

As chief of his grpup's opera­ 
tions department Col. Keefer Is 
responsible for charting and ar 
ranging the long-distance flight;, 
that take off from his south 
Italy base for strategic bombing 
throughout central Europe and 
the Balkans. He has led his 
group's bombers on 40 of their 
missions.
